WlT i owl conflict habit* u well u mm; and 
we ill know how turd it is to get rid of I had 
one. Royt! and despotic court! are pecaKuly 
liable to full i nto the ruts of i filed way of 
1h inking; it i« wonderful bow ohatlntbsly they 
will cling to it, how insurrersoly difficult they 
find it lo alter their mod. of thinking *ud fed- 
tug about national aJFiirs. At this moment 
there U no court or nation in Europe which ex- 
hibit* (hi. tendency of human nature mare 
vividly than Pmwi. , it i, (ofag oo pOiiS) in 
tie old wgy, uncorrected tad unirnproracl " 
t jpeneoce. forgetting die smart of th* pun 
meat ai 1000. m it is over, and ruining bade 
into the ancient habit*, though the earn* penal- 
tit* are plainly •tump it in th» fan. Royal 
perionsgcs ictrcoly know what laving 
r.penutc* it j now and than the* at* 
driven off frorn their throne*, and than, postihty 
thaj feel rtmora* ; but wlugiatome unending 
penitno* aaldom viaitt them. If*™ King 
and nation could hive learnt, from the moat 
bitter lufferlog, the error of their wait, Prunes 
and the Hohentoilernt ought to hare taught 
mankind that chastisement putt away tin. Six 
yeavaof cruel subjogatiun— their Queen in. 
tailed, the iron heel of foreign domination, 
firmly planted on their neck*, the national terri- 
tory reduced, Ike national army limited by the 
will of a foreign matter, unbounded military in-

Like hit brother in 1805, like hit 
brother in ISSfi. like himtelf, at Wahave reason 
to know, in 185t>, the King of P rum it lacke th* 
courage to *ct a decided. Lntelligibl*, and 
manly part. Hittory hat recorded tk* 
contemat which the French alliance, neither 
manfully rejected not frankly accepted, 
drew down from the piercing geniut 
of Napoleon ; when Jena attested the 
truth, that if a man it not to be found an enemy, 
he mutt be made a friend.

In truth, the Emperor of the French hat 
diicetned the weak paint or the Pruttian Court, 
From the day) of the Great Frederic down, 
wards, Prussia bat been pre-tmintntly * 
covetous people ; only the lust of dominion 
since bit time htt been accompanied by a tenia 
ot weakness and a comaponding timidity of 
policy from which the old hero wat auvi redly 
exempt. Me wit a robber of the old 
tort; full of reliance on the strength 
of bit own arm, and ready to pounce down 
on th* firtt prey that preteabndiLtelf to hit knen 
eyes. Small respect he had for the right) of 
noishbotura bis rule wa* — 

Thtt I hey should take who hive the ncsn, 
And they should keep who ess. 
But then, lib* Rob Roy, he bad 1 heart which 
knew not fear. Hit tucceuon nave inherited 
tut cupidity ; but they btve travailed to their 
end by a different road.

Europe. It it the desire. nnd (he expecta- 
tion of many excellent people in England; but 
on wlut busts, on what quality of mind or 
matter, can such an aspiration b* made to reit 
with political plausibility ? On the intellect of 
, we ire told ; on her intelligence, her 
mental activity, her learning, her 
of books, ber enlightening and 
regenerating knowledge. This it but a 
frail foundation for a great empire, at th* 
memorable Parliament or Frankfort too cruelly 
proved. The learning of sevens it not naturally 
a cementing force ; great State* are held 
together by qualities of soul, not or intellect ; 
by a cemmo*. spirit ; by devotion to 1 moral 
feeling ; by loyally to 1 common dynasty of 
eonatiiution ; by a natural or political organisa- 
tion of a whole people, and reposing on it* 
thorough tttachjmtnt ; by strong common its- 
tar-eel* ■ by personal kfSnitiet of every kind. 
Liter* tore, (oo, it national in ipirit, and expres- 
sive of true popular feeling, may be a grand 
bond of f-j-m pm h y, uniting together 1 people into 
clot* brotherhood ; but science, knowledge, 
learning, profeaton, art cosmopolitan and non- 
national : they generate pride conceit, and even

W« do not mean that th* Prussian* 
are disaffected toward* their king, or are 
unpatriotic towards their country; but rather 
that neither th* dynasty, nor her political system, 
nor h*rb*t*Togenoueltmtntt,ccimmarui a put* 
hMd^ripiW tmor^the^pto. The brother-

(hat if Prussia detires to preserve her integrity 
and her independence, if the wishes to ttcapa 
living at the beck of a foreign and exacting 
neighbour; above all, if the clings to ber am- 
bition to lead Germany, sbe must show 
ucraelf in the hour of trial, whether for tempta- 
tion or danger, national, patriotic, and couraga- 
oua. By these qualitite alone can she be aaved, 
Prussia mutt oa true to herself if others are to 
be true to her. Complicity with the design* of 
(be Tuilleries would be interpreted by every 
other State as the submission of a dependent, 
and not the free concurrence of an equal, Prut 
sia cannot be enriched by France and tt th* 
sim* time strengthened in Europe. Th* two 
things are incompatible ; the must make her 
choice of one or the other. If she disragariii 
the fatal precedent of 1805, she will at infallibly 
fall into the toils of the destroyer. I* 
Ihe present tamper of the Germans, al- 
liance with Franc* will not attract 
them io(o amalgamation with her : il 
would not be 1 free union, but subjugation to 
France through the medium of Prussia, Krsry 
Qerman would feel that Prussia would be simply 
sggrapdisad at th* eipenat of Germany ; and 
then th* French domination at Berlin would be

by a war of independence. 

Fn gland' a position towards Prussia Is clear. 
Th* alliance* of gnat StaUa must always de- 
pend on community of intoretts ; thi* is on* of 
the surest principles of politics. Thar* is a 
community of interest between England 
and Prussia; both Seek the maintenance 
of peace, both will find their highest 
gain in tranquil self-development, both 
are concerned to preserve respect for th) eettla- 
ment of Kurop* inviolate, England it eon- 
vinced that Prussia can. never be compensated 
by partitions of other States for the risks of rfio 
rectification of frontier* ; for if the world is to 
go into the crucible, no power is to sura to be 
melted and re-cast at Prussia. On to* other 
Wd, Prussia mutt be swart that a French 
us s;ni It on Mr would be regarded emglnnd as 
th« signal for the break up *f the pi ace of the 
world ; she and England, therefore, are allies 
by identity of interetl* ; nnd all that 
it needed lo give effect to this alliance is a 
determination on th* part of Pnuuit to do 
her duly towards herself and towards Europe. 
But no joint action can be bated on a vacil- 
lating and uncertain policy. Th* polity of 
England is defined and clear ; il can be 
thoroughly ralied on ; the will not suffer the 
balance of power to be overthrown.

They dislike Napo- 
leon 111., and they extend their aversion to all 
that i* under hi) protection. Even so. they bav* 
little sympathy for liberty as soon ss ah* 
sppears before them radiant with prosperity an! 
tlsted with her own good fortune. 

There are, unhappily . loo many among our. 
selves, who an incline*! to abandon any cause 
when it it once victorious. Borne ot th* political 
thinkers of th* present day who 000 tribute the 
most to ike Contervativ* reaction which it said 
to he prevalent, tr* mem who are Liberals ait 
Sir- an, and gifted with many generous and 
noble instincts. Had Liberal principles bee* 
the faith of an oppressed minority, they would 
have been found leading a forlorn top* in 
favour of lb* moat unpopular creed. They 
w oriel have been Reformers, if only to be a Re- 
former waa to be th* tcauted of society. They 
would have shouted for free trad* when pro- 
tection wat the cry of ill bat * few tcisniiflc 
theorists. Catholic emancipation would 
hive won all their suffrage) when to be a 
Catholic involved a tots of political and social 
If Ditsntor* were a diss 
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'gee and personal position, they 
whitevet its coat, have raited their 
indignant voices to testify to the injusu'c* of the 
system. liut the triumph of their own princi- 
ples hat rendered them discontented. Liberty 
ind Reform are marching slowly but triumph- 
antly throughout tht land. Toleration ha* be- 
come the Law of the country, so fat as at lnit 
politics tie concerned. A new era hat indeed 
begun, and in tht distance may be teen lb* 
clouds of dual which portend the approach 
of Biigbly and perhaps lawless armlet who 
tight under the banner of Liberalism. It is tt 
such « moment that thn Catot of their age 
Attest the cause for which, had iu triumph 
been hopeless or problematic*!, they would 
willingly bar* contended, Thay cannot brook 
th* noisy enthusiasm of their intoxicated com- 
rades in artat. Liberalism a* she approaches 
i»ma not at fair a. ah* teemed to them whtti 
»ke was afar off Amobaml mm.tem, eaWr 
A/tcswi, 

Cynicism may attribue to unworthy motives 
a tergiversation tl first tight to inexplicable It 
may be said of such Liberals that, like 
Jupiter, they are Jealous of their own 
children. Perhaps th* truth may be that some 
slight mixture of anriottt vanity it to be found 
Ktiding in their minds, at a *cen*-*hiftar, 
whom duly hat brought in front upon the stags, 
might he unwilling (o hav* the curtain lifted 
Its 1 bit labours should be terminated, 
and he should again sink into insigni- 
ficance. The missionary's value it gone 
when bit goepel it accepted. Others ante 
whose mission is to perfect and to 
improve, while he, the first teacher and proto- 
msrlyr of the new faith, i* forgotten among the 
crowd of bit own converts. Tb« morning stars 
dwindle into nothing at th* day dtwns more 
and mors; and it it conceivable that even gene- 
rous mind* should be affecled by an unacknow- 
ledged fear tint they who deserve to well of 
truth and freedom may be pasted over amid a 
multitude of test deserving votarie*. Yet, after 
all, th* truest account which can be given of 
many of them is, that they are above all things 
intolerant of noisy and clamorous success. 
Thty choose with Cato 10 oppose the cause on 
which the godt have smiled, even if it be the 
cause which they have had once st heart. To 
sty that they are not lovert of what it liberal 
would be lo do them an injustice. They love 
Freedom trill, ao long us she does not offend 
against their taste, But the tat lie of her 
triumphant chariot-wheels, the roar of the 
vulgar crowd who follow cheering in her train, 
the glare of her unismpered prosperity, is more 
than (hey can endure. They once were Liberals 
—they have become backsliders. Their tempsr 
and their refinement incapacitate them for 
accepting the Liberal creed with ill iu obviout 
and incidental defects. They object, in fact, to 
the spots upon the aun. 

In order to excuae their apparent perrtraioc 
from the Liberal faith, they are ohliged lo 
adopt a line of apology which would be £tt*r 
in the mouth* of Conservative! than of Liberals. 
Kngland, they argue, i* well enough governed, 
anef, above all thing*. England is content. Let 
tit not tdminitter stimulants to make the 
country hunger after change. Change it good 
in — i on . whan the worlcfi* changing: but tt 
present cntnge ii^nbi nerkfori, <w ska wld it 

arable dish, fi^ w™ci Jhi T natiou w " rii^ 
when it it wanted. Cur* it batter than pre- 
vention, nnd It will be time enough to enlarge the 
franchise when famine or taxation hat rendered 
tk« unfranchised ilive to the 1*1114 of their dis- 
comfort. These ire not, 1* might b* supposed, 
teguments extracted from the effete Paget of a 
consumptive Tory Prete, They are drawn from 
the organs of a mors educated and cultivated 
1 last.. They are to be beard from the mouth* 
of men, who though cynical to a fault, are still 
in many respects both generous and eMvalrons. 
A certain amount of eJass feeling is mixed up 
with these reactionary sentiments. The gentle- 
men *nd the tcholin of England btve hitherto 
played in important jpart in the politics of th* 
nation. If the sunrag* it to be widened ; 
it democracy is to mount on the ruin* of 
iriatocracy ; if rotten boroughs are to 
be utterly and absolutely extinguished ; 
if patronage it to be cheched -. if expenditure it 
to be too narrowly tcrutinixad, what it to be- 
come of the gentlemen f what is to became of 
the scholars f Are not metropolitan constitu- 
encies t type of what it to be looked for from 
the advance of democracy f And what can be 
more vulgar even than the virtues, whit more 
rfftnaive than the vices, of t metropolitan 
borough ? 

There i* something that is not quite unselfish 
about these fears, but they are the fears of minds 
which very frequently are fuli of noble ideas. 
The men who are so timid and so sceptic*] 
of the future of the world are not unteldom 
liberal-minded and generous. They are Liberal* 
indlvidu*Hy, only they ire devoid of liberal 
sympathies. They hare, to to speak, nothing 
of the natural fibr* of Liberajiim in them. But 
rhty forget that in spite of all their opposition, 
the reign of Liberalism it sooner or later coming 
upon the country. The question It not whether 
or no the piincijilei of reform and retrenchment 
will finally be victorious, but how to temper 
and moderate th* exceteet of the supporters 
of these principles in (he hour of victory. 
Democracies, the sceptic tells (it, lead, by 
an inevitable chain of circumstances, to th* 
I yrtnny of the on* or of the many. It mu*t b* 
confessed that history hat given us many in- 
star Oct 01 iw «..,.j..al in ik at .v. xfnfoal 
assertion. The reaaon is obvious. Freedom 
hitherto hat usually been won by long conflict, 
and her reign been inaugurated by deplorable 
■eaetions, Ifwe would avoid th* reaction, let 
us avoid (he preliminary conflict. It it far the 
educated cl*ss*a of the country 10 determine 
whether the Liberalism of rive yean bene* shall 
assume a coiner or a finer abide. Heaven bis 
not given to any class of men, far less to tht 
educated and sensitive classes, permanently to 
retard the progress of the world. All that 
it left them is to choose whether or no that 
progress is to be accomplished under their 
guidance, and moderated by their aente. 
Gentle and accomplished natures are naturally 
irritated by the extravagance or that semi- 
animate portion of the political creation who 
are struggling slowly out of th* state 
of ]>oliucal fungi into tb* regeneration 
of political lift. Where a statesman sees the 
first stag* of future vitality and order, a 
sensitive and nervous te mi-Liberal seen but 
lifeleaintti and deformity. Bai a afrittr and 
mora hopeful mind will pardon th* unsightlinett 
or the slowly quickaning mat). Mnrylebone, it 
i) true, it vulgar and hard- toned. The Tower 
Hamlet, have no keen eye for delecting worth 
or refinement. Lambeth and Boutawark are 
noisy, and sometimes almost dianputable. 
What of thalF Despite of their many failings 
a true Englishman will accept these great 
borough* a* an unpleasant discipline.

Thii rapid and gteat increase of our business, 
and our opulence, explains tht ease, we hid 
1 1 most written the indifference, with which the 
difficulties of the present year are met and sur- 
mounted. 

We biv* w*w come 10 another period like 
that of IBM- 4ft of retarded progjett, accom- 
panied by apprehension that it will be of con- 
siderable duration and severity. In aright 
months our eiports have declined nearly ft per 
cent. Last year, in the mm* interval, they 
increased IU per cent. Then our imports in 
t*ven month) ucreattd 15} per cent, thia year; 
in th* sam* interval they have increased only 10 
per cent., and if w* deduct the greater amount 
of bullion eiponed than iraportetl.Lhey bav* in- 
creased only a per cent the incrsatw, too, la 
partly caused by enhanced price, io that we re- 
«eiv* smaller quantities for the tune sums. Hi 
seven month* w* hiv* imported 0,111,743 cwls. 
of cotton, valued it £SJ,»9?,6T1. In 1860 
we Imported 9.223,140 cuts., valued at 
£20,708,018. In the present year the Increase 
in tb* price of the raw material tends also to 
swell th* declared value of our exports, without 
a corresponding increase In quantities, and the 
decline In the declared value of t per cant, is an 
indication that the real falling-orT baa been still 
greater, and trade Utile profitable. 

W* learn, moreover, when we tubjact our 
imports to a close tent tiny, that tht difference 
in the value of the corn and flour imported this 
year over last year i* much greater than the 
increase in the value of our total imports. 
From tbii large but ind is pet, table increase in 
imported food, it may b* inferred that th* people 
win have proportionabty smeller meant to pur- 
chase other commodities. The increase or th* 
Customs revenue from th* registration shilling 
on every quarter of corn imported indicates a 
diminished revenue from other sourcea- 

The revenue returns, accordingly, for six 
months ot the financial year and nine months 
of the astronomical year, are, s* compared to 
former periods, very unfavourable. Bo many 
changes, however, were introduced into onr 
(Miff and into our system of taxation last session, 
that an tcsurat* comparison between the re- 
venue formerly and now can scarcely be insti- 
tuted.

We should recommeni this 
(curs* to several honorabl- gentlemen, 
Doubtless both before and :-• : the crisis, 
the imprtatioa of the good •"billion of the 
sty-turn, hag a sanatory influence. It is impoa- 
sible to imagine how much the disease miy be 
tutu I gad and. softened by the rem oral from the 
minds of tha people the terror of 1 " mad- 
Even a name muat be of some iot- 
as it conveys the idea of * re- 
treat or a prison. Thotuuds of poor 
people prefer to die in a hovel, in a 
stifling atmosphere, and amidst neglect and pri- 
rntion, Wciuse the infirmary i, coupled with 
the notion of ihsjp practice, harsh nurses, and 
contract corns*. Any one conaciotu of here- 
ditary tendencies to the disease, or under a 
rambid fear of its occurrence, mutt have trem- 
bled through life it the idea of tuch a scene as 
the nucmouie of the old style displays. 

We are glad to lean thee Dr. Cajipbell hi) 
found it possible to relieve the insane people 
under his care of oil kind* of masiclet ; that 
straight wiiitcoais ire not used. 

Sneh Tiolent methods of treatment are neces- 
sary only when the force il command is insuffi- 
cient, and the surveillance nnakilf tl and imper- 
fect, tt would break any nun * heart to seo 
hi* wifa or daughters *uliji*ct to the coarse, 
rcujth hinds which formerly managed the in- 
sane. Never can human beinga have ilronger 
claims on our tenderness, and in lew disease* is 
il more imps null to re core ry. 

Vi s understand Ihe Asylum at Tatban Creek 
is now supplied with superior warders, who ob- 
tain — women £M and men £'»'' pet tnnum, be- 
side board and lodging— money well earned, 
indeed, but which we doubt not gives a choice 
iv here telectlon it moat necessary. A superior 
class are the least costly in the long run. Mirny 
ii ia?e of temporary insanity has become filed by 
the want of skill and kindness in it* manage- 
n^enl, and thus expense prolonged through life. 

Tiie site of Tarban Creek Asylum is, we are 
informed by competent judges, admirably 
adapted for the institution. There are about 
300 acres of land, and good water, a pure air. 
and fine prospect. Tie greit deficiency it in 
sleeping apartments, the dining haUa being 
used for that purpose. There ire tone butltl- 
ings in progress, and when completed there 
n ill be room for 400. It must be of greit im- 
portance both to the health and the tranquility of 
patients, that is little deviation is poetible should 
be perceivable from their accornmodition when a 
large. To be huddled in a heap would be enough 
to generate madness. The original plan being 
for siaty patients only, of court*, the vast 
in crease requires an extensive adaptation. 
We do not know any officer whose services are 
>„ o».aui »j I— mnrlbed than (hat or Ur. 
Camfoill, consideriag his great professional 
experience and reaponnibilitj. For fourteen 
carl, hi has hid charge of the institution, and 
ia* received in the course of this long cam- 
paign many a dangerous wound — of tome the 
effects art permanent. He hts persevered not- 
withstanding in tiie human* system of treat- 
ment, which is only unsafe when the medical 
luperiorcoruldei ir.ii. — to the neglect of pro- 
per iu.lsuao* and watchfulness, Then can 
only be secured by sufficient classification an! 
attendance. The insane themselves often resist 
the disorderly, and in than one instance 
have averted a blow from Dr. ''i hi- hi i .;. 
Ibnt would have burn mortal. 

Tb*w are some things in which the 
country would be rather extravagant lli&n 
parsimonious. We should none of us grudge 
any outlay necessary to relieve the greatest, and 
we may almost say the moat common ill to 
which flesh ii heir. No wisdom, virtue, tem- 
perance, or caution ctn give security against 
dise«ses of the mind. If we are not un- 
moved in the overthrow of great work*, or the 
decline of great fortunes, much more must we 
b* touched by the tpectscle of a fine mind in 
ruin*. Society owes it* care especially to such 
who suffer under a heavy affliction — especially 
as it may fall suddenly in happiest households, 
nnd hub? the noblest and the best among us. 
We greatly need a well conducted private 
**y!um, and are glad to hear that one it likely 
tii be erlablished, 



It ha* been urged in opposition to Mr. Haas's 
method of voting that it would result in a mis- 
representation of the opinion of the community, 
inasmuch as a dirproporiionate share of th* 
influence would he absorbed by the minorities. 
fJoihing, however, is further from the truth. It 
ia the -very merit of Mr. HanE's ■yitem that it 
approiimstee as nearly as possible to an exact 
and accurate representation, and allows the 
play of party preferences to work a>o Freely e( 
to produce a self-adjusted equilibrium. It U 
not a canning contrivance for neutralising the 
Influence of majorities, and giving a sump- 
tilious chine* to minorities. On the contrary, 
it give* to each individual, and therefor* 
to each Dim- ihe maximum of effwti™ 
power, tinder th* present system the influence 
both of individuals and of fjaurtiea is often neu- 
tralised. Sometimes it i< the majority thit it 
c herded, sometime* it is th* minority: but 
whichever it is, the result of the elections is pro 
fanfe t misrepresentation. Mr. H it ■ it's jyetem 
it one quite at much for doing justice to majori- 
ties at for doing juttice to minorities. It holds 
the balance fair between ell parties, and allows 
them freely to exhibit their proportionate 
weight. 

The first and moat obvious chaxacteriilie of 
the system is that it enlarges the area of choice. 
At present an elector it able only to vote for th* 
candidates stand ing for kit particular electorate. 
None of theae may be to hi* taste, and in that 
(tie be either does not vote at all, or he votes 
reluctantly. Where any considerable portion of 
the electon is ihus practically dLerrucnlasd, or 
whtrt they vote lor men of whom they do not 
heartily approve, it is obvious that public 
opinion it not truly expressed. A portion of 
each coniuttiency find* no representative utter- 
ance, while the electod members are made to 
appear more popular than they really are, 
many of th* vote* given to them having been 
given as a pit ttllar. But where in 
elector can travel out of hit own 
ccmiuiutncy, and gave his vote to 
any tendiikt* that it in the field, this perverted 
election can hardly occur. There are sure to 
be some candidates that meet each elector'* 
viewi, end as each voter putt his favourite at 
the tun of hit Hit, ud th* other nunet in d«- 
aeendieg order, there will be athor 
■nd heirtinees in tie bei-owil of the 



that cannot exist tA. present, excea'. id the cine 
of Ihoae. elector* wiio are nuiled with caniitdiLeu 
exictly to their mind : and the votes at re - 
corded will represent geruiioe pre fere tict-«, and 
not unwilling mafcc^hif-U. 

Mr. Mi as has not considered the cue where 
Ihe whole body of electors forma oq* oonivto- 
ency, his plans hating been ill arranged so 
*s to suit existing electorate*., or any others 
that it might be thought expedient to form. 
Bat the main principles ere equally adaptable 
to sillier case. In th* hill drafted by Mr. 
Ho i. dew, the principle of on* constituency his 
been adopted. There are many strong conside- 
rations which justify th* adoption of Uii* prin- 
ciple ia constituting * second chamber— a 
chamber which, as it will have little or nothing 
to do in regulating Ihe details of local expendi- 
ture, it ia desirable should be as free as poaslhle 
from localisms. The sdeplion of one constitu- 
ency to nome extent simplilies the application of 
Mr. Hsbe'i principles, though it will require 
modification of some of the minor details. 

So for from Mr. B«,u'i system being ex- 
clusively for the benefit of minorities, an 
examination of it will show that it givei cor- 
responding advantage* to majoritUi, The 
advantage given to any particular minority it 
that if Urge enough to deaarve * number it 
can obtain one by concentrating iU il* first 
votes on its most suitable candidate. Whatever 
party is strong enough to muster a quel* can 
by combining it* vote* send in its beet men. 
Ihe quota is determined by dividing th* num- 
ber of vote* polled, by the number of member* 
to he elected. Thus, if there are ten member- 
to be elected and ten thousand votes at* polled, 
the i itio ta will be on* thousand. Any political 
party, therefore, consisting of one thousand 
electors, that is to aay of one-tenth *f the whole 
electoral constituency, can by putting their, 
best men at the top of their list 
secure his return, and so obtain 
in tiie manner most grateful lo their feelings one 
tenth of the representation, which is exactly the 
quantity to which they are entitled- So again 
if there happens to be any other political puty 
numbering also one-tenth of the conttituenoy, 
it aUo can return it* best malt. Minorities, 
therefore, can get what they deserve - y but they 
can get nothing more. A minority of only eight 
hundred would not be able to return n candi- 
date. It tun- 1 wait until it can spread tls opi- 
nions BUrHciently to cover thai fractional por- 
tion of the constituent body that hie a member 
Bllotled to it. 

The advantage given to majorities is, that 
theit aurplu* votes are not wasted. At present a 
popular condidate may heed the poll by 
twice or three limes the number aocejeiiy 
to bave canied him in, and his pirty have 
wasted unnecessarily on him strength that 
would have been more judiciously distributed in 
securing the return of a less popular man of the 
same pnrty. Under Mr. HattE'e system th : * 
surplus voting power may tell effectively on 
behalf of the party, for as it will always happen 
tbevt there is sol a -nifficicnt number of lirst 
names on lb* list possessing the quota, it will 
become necessary to fall btck upon Ihe names 
marked number two. It ia in determining how 
these subordinate preferences are to be regu- 
lated that ill the intricacies of Mr- Htm:'.-, 
system are to be found, and it U hare 
too that in applying ihe principle 
to the case of one constituency the 
modification of his detailed plans will haTe to 
be effected- It ia inexpedient at present to 
confuse the question by discuteing the mode 
and the degree in which tit* secondary votes 
should be allowed to tell, but as the principle 
ia that no more than » i}Uotn. of vote* ehould 
be scored to each successful candidate, the 
names marked second on Ihe lists ia which he 
was preeminent come in after his claims have 
been satisfied for a share of the voting power. 
And tbut it will happen that when the minori- 
ties have had justice don* ta them by the elec- 
tion of those of their candidates who have had 
quotas, the filling up of the lists will be mainly, 
if not exclusively in the hand; of th* 
mnjorities The minorities, cannot potii- 
Uy get more representation than their 
numbers entitle them lo, and they could not 
even get that if they put up too many candi- 
date*, and watte their votes by an irregular dis- 
tribution of them. They may do themselves 
an injustice by want of judgment in their tactics, 
but they cannot possibly do an Injustice to the 
majorities.

hooka. M'ehara known hundreds of fine minds 
extinguished by inttrniperanee— thouaanda of 
Uvea, we might ear, cot ahort by its dent rue lire 
energy : raultitriden of widow, and falherleae 
tbilifrem who hnve been made horaeleei by the 
■MM dettroyer: but we refer to th* aubjeet to 
show any people who are gnveri to a one eyed 
economy, tha. if we derive a Largo revenue 
from apitite* we muit accept the con- 
«ftjuence« of the rait cauumption. Thi* it 
only one mmrt*. The other caruea of apecial 
colonial operation are prohabk a atamulatina; 
olirnato and immense wear and tear of mind. 
Thr- great rcjTfrpei which happen in the aocUi 
•nd mercantile petition* natuitdly operate on a 
morbid prtrdiapciaitioa. We wm in the courae 
of a few yean, man who landed without a 
«— .r— -i-n iw™^. _ -Mil w excite. 
ment, which i* pure to end ir. pome form of lertour 
i ist aw, They dt vote night and day to toil, 
enter on the moat vuioui and distracting ar>ecu- 
lationi, and bat aid their fortunes on Ibe moat 
Kcklcca oaat. We ree them at the /lamp time 
abjure exercise, indulge is a tuiuriotii diet, and 
everj- moment violate some eanatory law. We 
then see them brought down in commercial 
tempesta, and paaa a itruggle of yearV 
duration and uopeleee tonflict with in- 
eTiiahle hanltnijitc)-, more fata! to health 
than a sudden cataatrophe. And can 
anyone be aelonUhed that the mind U en- 
feebled by such toil, each trouble, and such 
alternation! of few and hope? True, these are 
caaet presented by the atatiatice of every land -, 
hut they are peculiarly numerous and virulent 
when the wheel of fortune does not roll 
but ipLnp. The lawn under which mind pre- 
eerves its freedom and vigour, are probably u 
filed and intelligible as those- which govern 
the atmc sphere. When the barometer dUcloatin 
* cerlain tendency, the farmer and the mariner 
set accordingty. Tho warning, of the mind 
given through the aenaationn of the brain are 
ci fi'-n unnoticed until it ia too lata. Haw many 
men we meet with who are driven from their 
countinghouiea) and probations by a aoftonin- 
of the brain. Were they to sprain en ankle the 
pain would warn them to rest . but they con 
linue to overload the mind, and nteuurirur their 
taik, not by it* itrength to andtire, but the ei- 
tent of basinet* to be done, account! to be 
cast up, or letters to be written are ureated 
™ty by o mental smash. They Pare a few 



score pound* by thi* tyranny over themselves, 
hut nature sinks under the yoke, and the 
consequence is piemsture weakiiets, imbecility, 
end dewy. 

As, however, aa c ootid cralboj of tula 
kind will affect the conduct of most men— 
as n certain proportion will go mad, and that In 
a ratio la lb* population rather incteaairur, we 
are bound to p*y the closest attention to insti- 
tutiona for the treatment of the inane. We 
understand there art several occasional patient* 
of Titian Creek who indicate an apnroaehin(c 
crisis by paying, a few weeks before their 
actual entrance, a friendly visit to this 
eaUbluhment. We should recommenil this 
course to seven! ttouotahle gentlemen. 
Doubtless both before and during the crisis, 
the impression or the good condition of th* 
asylum, has a sanatory tnh'uanco, It is unpos- 
tihl* to imagine how much the disease may be 
assuaged and softened by the removal from the 
minds of th* people the terror of a " road' 
house," Even a name must be of tome im- 
portance, as it conveys the idea of a re- 
reat or a prison. Thousands of poor 
peopl* prefer to die in a hovel, in a 
atifluig atmosphere, and amidst neglacl and pri- 
vntion, because the infirmary is coupled with 
the notion faf sharp practice, harsh nurses, and 
contract coffin*. Any one conscious of here- 
ditary tendencies to the diseaae, or under a 
morbid fear of its occurrence, must have trim- 
hied through life at th* idea of such » scene as 
the madhouse of the old style displays. 

We are glad to learn that Dt. Ciarnu hai 
found It possible to relieve tho insane people 
under hie care of all kinds of nutnades ; that 
straight waittcoals are not used. 

Such violent methods of treatment are neces- 
sary only when the force- at command is insuffi- 
cient, and the surveillance unskilful and imper- 
fect. It would break any nuns heart to see 
hit wife or daughter* subject to th« coarse, 
rorllgh hands which forrnrrrly managed the in- 
sane. Never can human being* have stronger 
claims on our tenderness, and in lew disease- ia 
it more imporitnt to recovery. 

We understand the Asylum nt Tarlan Creek 
is row supplied with superior warder 5, who ob- 
tain—women £50 and men JE0i> per annum, be- 
side board and lodging— money well earned, 
i:decd. but which we doubt not gives a choice 
where selection ie moat necessary. A superior 
cUsi are the least costly in the long run, ftlaay 
a case of temporary insanity baa become fixed by 
liit want of skill and kindnet* in its manage- 
ment, and thua expense prolonged through life. 

The site of Tarban Creek Asylum is, we are 
informed by competent judgea, admirably 
adapted for the institution. There are about 
300 acres of land, and good water, a pure air, 
and fine prospect. The great deficiency is in 
sleeping apart menu, the dining holla being 
used for that purpoee. There are some build- 
ings in progress, and when completed there 
w ill be room for 404], It must be of groat im- 
portance both to the health and the tranquility of 
patients, that 1* little deviation aa possible should 
l,e perceivable from their accommodation when a 
large. To be h addled in a heap would he enough 
to generate madness. The original plan being 
for sixty patients only, of course, the vut 
increase requires an eitentivs adaptation . 

W« do not know any officer whose services, are 
ar*«**am> ud laa r*-{uited then that Of Dr. 
( ami nt;.,- . considering his great professional 
experience and responsibility. For fourteen 
yean, he has had charge of the Institution, and 
has received in the course of this long cam- 
paign many a dangerous wound— of some the 
effect* are permanent. He hss persevered not- 
wi [hi Landing in the humane system of treat- 
ment, which is only unsafe when the medical 
superior confides in it,— to the neglect of pn- 
per assistance and watchfulness. These can 
only be secured hy sufficient classification and 
attendance. The inaane themselves often resist 
the disorderly, and in more than one instance 
have averted a blow from Dr. Casrriii'.Lt, 
that would have been mortal. 

There are some things in which the 
country would be rather eatravsgant than 
parsimonious. We ahould none of us grudge 
any outlay necessary to relieve the greatest, and 
we may almost say the most common ill to 
which flesh is heir. No wisdom, virtue, tem- 
perance, or caution can give security against 
rases of the mind. If we are not un- 
moved in the overthrow of great works, or the 
decline of great fortunes, much more must we 
be touched by the spectacle of a Hie mind'in 
ruina. Society owe* its cue (Specially to such 
who suffer under a heavy affliction— especially 
at it may fall suddenly in happiest household), 
nhd setae the noblest and the beet among us. 
We greatly need a well conducted private 
asylum, end are glad to hear that one ii likely 
to be established. 



It has been urged in opposition to Mr. Hani's 
method of voting that it would result in a mia- 
rt presentation of the opinion of the community, 
inasmuch as a disproportionate share of the 
influence would he absorbed by the minorities. 
Nothing, however. Is further from the truth. It 
ia the very merit of Mr. HakL a syste-mthit it 
approximates as nearly at possible to an exact 
and accural* representation, and allows the 
play of party preferences to work ao freely ai 
to produce n eel f-adj listed equilibrium, It is 
not a canning contrivance for neutralising (he 
itifluance of majorities, and giving a surrep- 
utious chance to minorities. On the contrary, 
it give* to each individual, and therefore 
to each Daily the maximum of eft**'™ ""^-w 
power. I nder the present system the influence 
both of individuals and of parties is often neu- 
tralised. Sometimes it is the majority that is 
cheated, icmetimea it is the minority; but 
whichever it is, the result of the election* is pro 
Ionia a misrepresentation. Mr. Ham's system 
is one quite aa much for doing jnstiee to majori- 
ties as for doing juatice to minorities. It holds 

thtrr^rtely*^ ^^Wl iU t]M ^tiM, *™ d *" < " r ' 
weight. 

The first and moal obvieus characteristic of 
the ayswm is that it enlarges the area of choice, 
At pretest an elector la aule only to rote for the 
candidates stand ing for his particular electorate. 
None of these may be to hit tast*, and in that 
cat* he either doer, not vote at all, or he votes 
reluctantly. Where any considerable portion of 
the electors ii thus practically disfranchised, or 
where they vote tor men of whom they do not 
heartily approve, it is obvious that public 
opinion is not truly expressed. A portion of 
each constituency finds no representative utter- 
on os, while the elected members tie nude to 
appeal more popular than they really are, 
many of the votes given to them having been 
Riven us a pi t gifo. But where an 
elector can travel out of his otrn 
constituency, and gave hi* vote 10 
any candidate that ia in (he field, this perverted 
election can hardly occur. There are sure to 
be ecame candidates that meet each elector's 
viesn, and as each voter puts hU favourite at 
the Ion 0 f his list, and the other names in de- 
scending order, there will b* a thoroughness 
and heartiness in lie bestowal of the suffrage 



that cannot exist at present, excep*- ia. Lb..- *ise 
of thoae electors wiao are suited with canJid*l*s 
eTtctly to their mind ; and the votes a* re 
carded will represent ganuine pre rentier 4* sad 
not unwilling makeshift*. 

Mr. Hm has not considered the esse where 
the whole body of electors foras on* uona'itti- 
eicy, his plans having been all arranged ao 
st to suit existing electorates, or any others 
thai it might be thought expedient to form. 
But the main principles are equally adaptable 
10 eilher case. In the bill drafted by Mr. 
Hold «r, the principle of one constituency has 
been adopted. There are many strong conside- 
rations which juaiify th* adoption of this prin- 
ciple in t ut: st i tilting a second chamber— a 
chamber which, aa it will hart little or nothing 
to do in regulating the details of local expendi- 
ture, it is desirable should be aa free as possible 
from iocaiioms. The adention of one constitu- 
ency to some extent simplifies the application of 
Mr. Him'* principles, though it will require 
modification of tome of the minor details. 

So far from Mr. Bui's system being ex- 
clusively for the benefit of minorities, en 
examination of it will show that ft gives cor- 
responding advantages to majorities. The 
advantage given to any particular minority la 
that if large enough to deserve a member it 
can obtain one by concent rating all its first 
votes on its matt suitable candidate. Whatever 

Earty is strong enough to muster a rpreta csa 
y combining its rotes tend in itn best men, 
The quota ia determined by dividing the num. 
ber of votes polled, by the number of members 
to bt elected. Thus," if there are ten member^ 
to be elected and ten thousand votes are polled, 
the quota will be one thousand. Any political 
party, therefore, consisting of one thousand 
e lectors, thai is to say of one-tenth *f th* whole 
electoral constituency, can by putting their 
best men at the top of their list 
secure hi* return, and so obtain 
in the manner moatgraleful to tbeir feelings one 
tenth of the representation, which is exactly the 
quantity to which they are entitled. 80 again 
if there happens to be any other political party 
numbering also onn-teath of the constituency, 
it also can return it, beat man. Minoriiiea. 
therefore, can get what they deserve; but they 
can get nothing more. A minority of only eight 
hundred would not be able to return a. candi- 
date. It must wait until 11 can spread its opi- 
nions sufficiently to cover that fractional, por- 
tion oftlie consiilucnt body thai has a member 
allotted to it. 

The advantage given to majorities is, that 
llteti surplus votes are not wasted. At present a 
popular con diil ate may head the poll by 
twice or three times the number necessary 
to have carried him in, and his party hare 
wasted unnecessarily on him strength that 
would bin been more judiciously distributed in 
aecuiiog the return of a lest popular man of ibe 
same party. Under Mr. IIahe's system ttrt 
surplus voting power may tell effectively on 
behalf of the forty, tor »e it will always happen 
that there la not a sufficient number of firat 
names on the list poisoning the quota, it will 
Lecome necesssry to fall back upon the names 
marked number two. It ia in determining how 
these subordinate preferences are to be regu- 
lated that all the tntricactet of Mr. Ha.ni 'a 
system are to be found, and it La hare 
iw that in applying the principle 
to lite ease of one constituency the 
modification of his detailed plan* will hare to 
be effected. It ie inexpedient at present 10 
confute the qnestion by ducussing the mode 
and the degree in which the secondary votes 
should be allowed to tell, but as th* principle 
is that no more than a quota of rotes should 
be scored to each aucctasfol candidate, the 
names marked second on the Lists in which he 
was pre-eminent come in after his claims have 
been telietled for a share of the voting power. 
And thu* it will happen that when the minori- 
tiee have had justice done to them by the elec- 
tion of those of their candidates who have had 
quotas, the filling up of the lists will be mainly, 
if not exclusively in the hands of the 
majorities The minorities, cannot possi- 
bly get more representation than their 
numbers entitle them to, and they could not 
even get that if they put tip too many candi- 
dates, and waste their votes by an irregular dis- 
tribution of them. They may do themselves 
an injustice by wantof judgment in their Uctica, 
but they cannot possibly do tin injustice to the 
majorities.
